CONVINCED HIM THAT U.S.-PRC DIPLOMATIC RECOGNITION WAS 
PRACTICALLY A SETTLED MATTER PRIOR TO THE INDOCHINA DISASTER, 
PROVIDED SOME WAY COULD BE FOUND TO MANAGE U.S.-ROC 
RELATIONS. LEE QUOTED A JOHN FAIRBANKS FORMULA: AFTER 
DECIDING TO RECOGNIZE THE PRC, A JOINT PRESIDENTIAL- 
CONGRESSIONAL STATEMENT WOULD DECLARE THE 1954 TREATY NO 
LONGER USEFUL SINCE CHOU EN-LAI GUARANTEED TAIWAN AS AN
